They call him The Old Man. “The Old Man’s 
in again,” they say. 
He isn’t really old; he’s not 50 yet. It’s the 
deep seams on his face, the shuffling gait, the hang­ 
dog air about him that have aged him beyond his 
years.

The Old Man is one of the revolving-door 
prisoners of the Bucks County Prison — one of the 
many who shuffle out of the tiny door when their 
sentence is completed and shuffle back in again a 
few days later to serve a new term.

It’s never for more than 90 days at a time. Most­ 
ly it’s either 30 or 60 days because that’s all the 
law allows for the various minor charges that spring 
from alcoholism — disorderly conduct, vagrancy, 
drunkenness or public lewdness (they’re too drunk 
to look for indoor plumbing). 
But if you add it all up you’ll find that since 
1950 The Old Man has spent 96 months in the prison 
on Doylestown^ Pine St. 


That’s eight years out of 15. Eight years in 
prison and seven out. In and out, in and out, in and 
out. 


38 Per Cent 


The Old Man is only one of many revolving-door 
customers. All told, 28 per cent of the inmates in 
this and undoubtedly in most Pennsylvania county 
prisons are there on one of those four specific 
charges — drunkenness, vagrancy, disorderly con­ 
duct, public lewdness. 


Another 22 per cent are there because of crimes 
related to drink, such as the husband who won’t pay 
his wife any support money because he guzzles up 
his pay check every Friday night at the corner gin 
mill.

Five Board Members 
The Falls board has indicated 
it would accept a reorganization 
plan designed to achieve pro­ 
portional representation within 
the Pennsbury jointure where 
Falls would have five district 
board members, Lower Make- 
field. four; Yardley and Tully­ 
town, one each.
